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Latest News from Europe, 

By tho arrivial of tho llrulhcr Jonathan 
from San Francisco on Saturday, wo have 
intelligence from England to Aug. 1.'}, The 
John L. .Stephens brought to San Francis- 
co, dates from New Orleans via Tehuantc- 
pee tv Aug. "7. 

The (Junard steamship America left Liv- 
erpool on the morning of Saturday, 13th 
August, and reached Halifax on tho 2oth. 
Tho Zurich Conference and tho state of 
affairs in Italy anil Germany were the sub- 
jects that chiefly occupied public attention 
up to tho time when the America sailed. 

Advices fropi Turin represented that the 
feeling of hostility to the return of tho Aus- 
trian Grand Dukes was increasing among 
all classes of the people in tho Duchies. In 
Parma the opposition to the return of the 
Duchess Regent, Maria Louisa, who had 
taken refuge iu Switzerland, was very 
strong. 

The Red Republicans of the Manzini 
school had created some disturbance in 
Parma by their open demonstrations of hos- 
tility not only to tho return of their old 
rulers, but to any settlement of Italian af- 
fairs on the basis of Villafranca. 

Since the conclusion of peace a most 
unfriendly feeling existed hetweon the 
Austrian and Prussian troops in Germany 
who, in common, garrison the Federal for- 
tresses, and frequent quarrels had occurred. 
A serious one had taken place botweon the 
Austrian and Prussian soldies statiouod at 
i?rankforW»n-the-Main, 

The Peace Conference!, at Zurich, was 
daily sitting, but the most profound sccre- 
py wits observed in its proceedings, and 
nothing hail transpired as to its progress. 
The Sardinian representatives it was ob- 
served, hud absentudthemselves from some 
of the sittings of tho Conference. 

It was reported, byway of Vienna, that 
the Rod Republicans hod, proclaimed, or 
announced lor n Rcpublip in Parma, and 
that the Piodtnonleso authorities and agents 
Lad been driven out, Jt was also uddeil 
that the friends of order were every whero 
living from the Duchies, 

A Russian loan of X12,000,000 anil tho 
Indian loan of. 03, 000,000 had been intro- 
duced in tho London market. 

Tho natives in tho eastern districts of tho 
Cold Coast of Africa wore being trained to 
tho cultivation of cotton, and considerable 
quantities of the staple had boon collected 
for shipment to England; 

The construction of a railway between 
Moscow and Saratov, a distance of about 



700 miles in nearly a direct lino from St. 
Petersburg; had been authorized by the 
Tfussian Government, and a charter had 
beon granted to a company with •15,000,000 
roubles capital. 

Consols for money closed, on 12th Aug. 
at 5|. The Loudon money market was 
generally unchanged. 

Twelve Hours later by tho "JEtna." 

TheCunard screw steamer /Etna arrived 
at Bostou on 2Gth August, with advices 
from Liverpool to the evening of Saturday, 
13th August, when she sailed, twelve hours 
later than the news by the America, 

Tho Zurich Conference had resolved to 
prolong the armistice until after tho rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace. 

The London Herald states it hsa reason 
to believe that the the Grand Duko Con- 
stantino, In-other of the present Emperor of 
Russia, will upon leaving Hyde, (England,) 
visit the Emperor Napoleon at Biaritz, in 
tho Pyrenees, where tho Emperor and suite 
are to pass some weeks after tho con- 
clusion of the Grand fetes at Paris on the 
15th August. 

The people of Modena and Parma had 
been invited to a monster banquet for the 
purpose of deciding the following ques- 
tions, which would be submitted for dis- 
cussion : First — Tho dethronement of their 
former dynasties. Second — Annexation t< 
Piedmont. Third — The formation of a po- 
litical and military confederation with Tus- 
cany. 

The discontent continued throughout tho 
States of the Church; although no serious 
disturbances had taken placo. The Italian 
question was being discussed in Germany, 
and the treaty of Villafranca was severely 
commented upon. There were also other 
indications unfavorable to tho establish 
mcnt of the jiroposod Italian Confedera- 
tion. 

The political news from Paris is of a pa 
cific nature, and indicates that the Emperor 
N'apolcon intends to inaugurate a perma- 
nent and solid peace policy. The Emperor, 
it is said, proposes to reduce the import du- 
ty on coal and iron, to encourage railway 
enterprises and to stimulate the commerce 
of the country. 

Tho foreign ambassadors at Paris had 
determined not to attend the grand military 
fetes soon to take placo, if tho colors taken 
from tho enemy were carried iu the pro- 
cession. 

Tho amount of bullion in the Dank of 
France had increased (17,500,001 If. daring 
the last month. The three per cent, rentes 
closed, on 13th August, at 69f, 50c. 

A rumor was in circulation, which had 
obtained some credence, that Prince Napo- 
leon would be made sovereign of Tuscany. 

The K rag of Prussia, it was expected, 
would die shortly. 

It was believed that no lives wore lost in 
the collision between the Austrian and 
Prussian troops at Frankfort. 

Spain had resolved to increase the forti- 
fications of Cuba. 

Tho British Parliament was prorogued 
on 13tli August. 

C. Lennox AVyke had been appointed 
British Envoy Extraordinary to Central 
America. 

Tho Atlantio Telegraph sharos were 
quoted at X20S. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Press reports that the Emperor Napoleon is 
about to publish a general political amnes- 
ty, including Gen, Ohaugornior, Louis 
Blanc and Ledru llollin, 

Serious trouble was apprehended in the 
Dukedoms in Italy, The emissaries of the 
fugitive Princes woro fermenting discord, 
and tho people generally worn bitterly op- 
posed to the return of their former rulers. 
The Dictator of Modena had threatened to 
level the city to the ground sooner than see. 
the Austrian Grand Duke restored by force 
of arms, 

A tovriblo oarthquako had occurred near 
Krzerouin, which entirely destroyed tho 
town, together with its ramparts. 

Advices from Constantinople report noth- 
ing of political importance.

THE TOPIC OF THE DAY. 

The premature excitement oaused by the 
nnnounoomont that u general election was 
ut hand, lies ceased only to give place to 
profound indignation against the Franchise 
('.ill, which it is propoBod to pass under the 
misnomer of "Reform Actof J.859." Wheth- 
er the people will speak out or not against 
the wrong which is proposed to be saddled 
on the country, we cannot say; but from 
tho universal detestation with wliiuhtlio pro- 
tected Franchise has been rocoived, we 
are inclined to the opinion that a demon- 
stration, firm, dignified and temperate will 
Ik? made, which will bo convinceing 
that every man who has a sfako in the 
country is. dotorm'nod to liavo a voico in 
tin; coming election. Since Juno 1857, the 
country has been promised an extension 
of the oleetivo franehiso; but to-day we 
appear as far off from it ns ever. To he 
promised for so long n period, and then he 
cheated at last, cannot fall to raise a storm 
that will leave traces behind long after its 
force is spent. What is wanted is an hon 
est representation;— and anything short of 
mich a measure w ill leave the country dis 
satisSed. The proporty qualification of 
itaoll is a sufficient restriction to confine the 
government to the most conservative por- 
tion of the population without attempting to 
restrict it still more by throe, six or twelve 
months possession previous to election. If 
fraud, by making voters through loaning 
votes is feared; and if that is the reason for 
which possession for these periods is sought, 
it will bo entirely ineffectual. The far 
better mode of checking the loan of votes is 
to declare by statute that the grantor there- 
by forfeits his property, Interest will 
more effectually check fraud than all the 
laws that could be enacted. In fact we see 
no good reason to anticipate fraud. But 
we are forced to view the restrictions on 
tho franehiso as purely electioneering 
schemes, which will provo unavailing to 
place any in power or keep any out cf 
power whom tho country think will 
honestly perform their duty. The bet 
ler course then to avoid corruption, so 
cure an honest representation, and escape 
:t political party struggle entailing a con 
damnation of the authors of the present 
measure, instead of respect and honor, will 
be to give tho country such a measure of 
reform as will bo conservative and at the 
same time just, 

Tho absentee organ wishes the public to 
understand, that it is "unbiassed by by any 
consideration of rank and influence." When 
tho Times relinquishes that £300 q year for 
nothing, it will afford the country far bet- 
tor evidence of being un-OHy-asscd than 
more words which it may have a licence to 
nso for tho occasion— ever can,

ANOTHER OUTRAGE. 

Excursion to Saii Juan. 

Tho steamer Caledonia, ('apt. Broderick, 
left here yesterday with a considerable 
number of our citizens on an excursion to 
San Juan, On her arrival, l'anl K. Hubbs, 
Jr. Esq.. Deputy Collector or Inspector of 
Customs (Mime on board and informed Cnpt. 
B. that neither passengers nor freight were 
allowed to land except the vessel had a per- 
mit from the Custom House at Port Town- 
send. She consequently came to anchor 
instead cf going up to tho wharf. A boat 
coining a'ongsidc, tho passengers entered 
it, and wont ashore without leave. They 
were informed that it would be overlooked 
this time, but if repeated tho laws would be 
enforced. Some dogroo of regret was man- 
ted by the army officers and Mr. Cros- 
bie, magistrate, at the occurrence. But 
there is no doubt the authorities are deter- 
mined to insult and outrage our rights to 
every extent in their power. Truly they 
have good reason to believe they may do it 
with impunity, when we reflect on the 
ourso our government has pursued. It 
nay however bo tho wisest course to for- 
bear for the present. But nothing short of! 
the entire removal of every Yankee soldier 
from the Island, and the removal of Ilubbs 
and Harney from their positions, and an 
ample apology for driving away our fisher- 
men, and stopping our vessels from landing, 
should be insisted on. In the course of tho 
next six weeks wo may hope to hear from 
England, and with our dispatches wo trust 
will come their order to provide winter quar- 
ters elsewhere. The men who have tried 
to embroil their government unnecessarily 
with a foreign and friendly power, will then 
be left to the oblivion in which their lot 
was cast before the present unwarrantable 
occupation was made. 

A notice is posted up on the wharf that 
tho revenue laws of the United States are 
in force in all the islands cast of Canal do 
Ilaro; and that property or vessels landing 
will be seized and confiscated, if tho law is 
not complied with.

GREAT ItKlT \ I V 

Delates in Parliament on the Italian 
Question. 

On the 8th, the affairs of Italy wore <lu- 
bnted in butli Houses of Parliament, in 
the House of Lords, tho Marquis of Nor 
mainly inquired if their was on objection to 
produce the papora relative to tho projects 
of peaca transmitted to Austria before tho 
treaty of VillafVanea. lie denounced tho 
Government as one-sided, and ovineing no 
desire to maintain neutrality. 

Lord Wodelnmse in reply, reiterated the 
statement that England sent terms of pence 
to Austria at the request of France, but 
without giving any advice or expressing 
any opinion on the subject. 

Karl Granville acknowledged the act of 
Lord John A'usscll as tho united act of the 
Cabinet. 

In tho House of Commons, Lord Elcho 
moved an address to the Queen, declaring 
that it would be inconsistent with tho hon- 
or and dignity of England, aftor having 
preserved a strict neutrality, to take part 
m any Conference for settling the details of 
peace, preliminaries of which have already 
been arranged between the Emperors of 
Franco and Austria. Lord Eicho praised 
the neutrality course of the late Government 
and censured the anti-Austrian feeling 
evinced by the present Cabinet. 

Mr. Gladstone said tho motion was not 
relevant to the present position of affairs. 
Tho Government had no intention of taking 
part iu settling the details of peace on the 
basis of the Villafranca treaty. The belli- 
gerents themselves would settle those do- 
tails, and what would remain to bo settled 
would be tho great question of European 
poliej', in which lie thought England 
should play her traditional part. 

lie defended the Government and called 
for a decisive vote against the resolution. 

Mr. S. Fitzgerald said the object of the 
resolution was to restrain tho government 
from carrying out its personal sympathies, 
which were inconsistent with the treaty ob- 
ligations of the country. Parliament 
ought not to sanction the Government join- 
ing in the Congress without bein^ inform- 
ed of what tho great powers had agreed 
upon in regard to the subject. 

Mr. Sidney Herbert argued that tho neu- 
trality expired with the war and that he 
saw no reason why England could not con- 
sistently join in the Congress. 

Ijord" John A'ussell again proclaimed, 
that the Government bad not the slightest 
intention to go into a European Congress to 
settle the details of the peaco of Villafrancn. 
Nobody ever invited them to do so, He ad- 
mitted that there were difficulties in 
tho way of the Government entering iu 
the Congress, and matters were in that 
state that no determination had been 
come to. lie appealed to the House, to 
leave the question in the hands of the Min- 
isters, who would decide when the whole 
facts of the case were before them. 

Mr. Disraelli warned the Government of 
dangers to be incurred by entering the 
Congress; but stated bis objection to the 
House coming to a decision after a hasty 
deliberation, and hoped Lord Elcho would 
not press his motion to a division. 

After some remarks from Lord l'nlmcr- 
Bton, in defence of his course and in denun- 
ciation of the resolution, Lord Elcho said, 
he was satisfied with the admissions made 
by the government and the result of the 
debate, and would not press tho motion. 
Debate on the National Defences 
In the House of Lords on the 9th, tho sub- 
joct of national defences was referred to. 
Lord Kingsdown contended that tho army 
and Navy would never bo on satisfactory 
footing till the Government had the powor 
of compulsory service. 

Tho Earl ofRipori thought it would bo 
most injudicious to resort to compulsory 
powers and pledged overy effort of the Gov- 
ernment to make defences secure. 

Io tho House of Commons, the East India 
Loan 'jill was finally passed. 

"Great Eastern" Banquet. 

The completion of tho steamship Great 
Eastern was formally celebrated on the 8th 
by a banquet given, on board, which was at 
tended by many members of both Houses 
of Parliament and a number of most dis- 
tinguished engineers and Boientiflc men. 

Lord Stanley proposed tho toast, of suc- 
cess to the Great Eastern, and painted in 
glowing terms tho marvels her success 
would accomplish. Mr. Brunei, the engi- 
neer, and Mr. Scott Russell, tho builder, 
were toasted : but the former was absent 
from ill health; 



Tho ship presented a beautiful ami finish 
ed aspect, being almost ready for sea. 

The strike among the building trade had 
assumed formidable dimensions. The mas- 
ter-builders had smi^ht the intorvbntion 
of the Government, hut the Homo Secreta- 
ry said he did not see how he could inter- 
fere. 

The Atlantic Telegraph Company have 
issuoil an invitation to inventors and man- 
ufacturers in all parts of tho >vorld to bring 
forward specimens of their work for exper- 
imental testing Tho subscription to the 
now stock in this company is progressing 
verv favorably. 

The American frigate Cumberland was 
at Madeira on 1st of Aug. 

London, Aug. 10.' — -Admiral Sir Michael 
Seymour, Liberal, was yesterday elected 
member of Parliament for Davenport. 

The Daily News gives the provisions of 
Sidney Herbert's new bill, providing for a 
military reserve force. It authorises the 
enrollment and maintenance of a reserve 
force of twenty thousand men, consisting of 
soldiers who have previously served. This 
force is to ho called out twelvo days each 
year, and permanently in case ot invasion. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Post, telegraphs the result of ttie Tuscan 
elections. They took place with great or- 
der, nnd give a majority to the men of mod- 
erate liberalism, but quite opposed to the 
restoration of the old dynasty. 

The Times, and several other journals, 
this morning publish an article on Italian 
affairs, under the title of the European 
coup d'etat, from the pen of Mozzini. 

Prince Albert visited the Grand Puke 
Constantino at Hyde yesterday. 

The Government had decided on disband- 
ing tho Medical corps which was raised 
during the Crimean war, and constituting 
an entirely new branch of service, to be 
called the Army Hospital Corps. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Tho election in California resulted in nn 
Administration triumph by a large major- 
ity 

Hon. D. C. Broderiek, U. S. Senator, and 
Judge Terry, ono of the Supreme Judges 
of the State of California, fought a duel on 
tho 13th inst,, near tho Lake House, ton 
miles from San Francisco, which resulted 
in Mr. B, being seriously wounded. He 
died on the lCth inst. 

Judge Terry it is said has resigned. Tho 
duel grow out of remarks made by Mr. 
Broderiek before the election at the Inter- 
national Hotel, to the effect that he had 
thought Judge Terry the most honest Su- 
preme Judge, but did not think so now. 
Terry is the same Judgo who was incarce- 
rated by the Vigilance Committee in lS5(i, 
and to defend and create sympathy for him 
whilst in prison, Mr. B. paid $200 a week 
to a newspaper. Universal regret is felt 
throughout California at his death. 

The bark Mary F. Slado was wrecked 
near Mendocino on the 0th. Total loss- 
crew saved.
